of Uussiii entered 
.vitli Turkey he lui- 
nounced to the world that his object in 
doing so was to bottor the condition of 
Christians under the rule of the Sultan. 
Ho assured the powers tlmt the iic(}ui- 
sition o£ new territory was no part of 
his programme and tlmt he wan purely 
and solely moving in tlie int(U-ests of 
humanity. Tim world wa.s soniewlint 
incredulous as on former occasion.s the 
Czar'a ideas of humanity had been ra- 
ther forcibly demonstrated. Invents 
that transpired durin:^' the late Turko- 
Kussi.'iu war showed tliat tht^ ('/.iir has 
no verv elear eoniprehonsiou of sinceri- 
ty and still more recent occurrence.^ in 
hia own kingdom convey the inforenco 
that ho mistake.s despotism for Justice. 
Indeed, it would Ije dilHcult to imagine 
a more terrible state of aflairs than 
that wliich at present exists in the 
land of the ^luseovites, and it is no 
matter for surprise that in the Hnijlisli 
House of Commons Sir IIobekt Fi:kl 
has signified his intention of asking 
whether ITer jNIajesty's Ciovcrnment 
intend to take steps "to mitigate the 
horrors and atrocities amid wliich a 
reign of terror i.s now carried on in 
Russiiu" If we may [jlace reliance in 
the statements describing the condition 
of things in that country the CV.ar has 
resorted to the niO!?t de.sj)otie and crnol 
means to maintain his authority. It is 
asserted in well informed eireles lliat 
the steps he lius taken to ([iieli tlie tur- 
bulent spirit of tlie Nihilists are conso- 
nant with neitherjnsticp nor honor, and 
that the power he has given to a select 
few of his tiercest su'njeet.s is exercised 
with a sway which is at once absolute 
and irresponsilile. It is true that re- 
volt has for sonn; time been rile in the 
Czar's tloniinions, but in many instances 
it has been brought about by the iron 
rule and tyranny to which the people 
have been subjecte<l. On the myrmi- 
dons of the government Im.s devolved 
the duty of crushing rebellion 'ind pun- 
ishing the partiei])ants tiierein, but tl'.e

Accounts that have come to hand 
show that the defence at Borke's Drift 

was one of the most heroic ever record- 
ed. (Six thousand natives unsuccessful- 
ly attacked 82 British soldiers, who 
fought them all night and made them 
slink otV in the gray dawn, beaten and 
bafllod and their ranks torn and bleed- 
ing. Nothing had been done to pre- 
pare the place for defence, the arrange- 
ments for so doing being put oil' by 
order until the arrival of an expected 
party of Roval Engineers and the 4th 
Regiment. The policy of this neglect 
was in keeping with the whole of the 
under-estimated power of the Zulus as 
a fighting nation. The tents were [)itch- 
ed outside a farm-house, or rather two 
iiouse.s. They managed to pile a few 
biscuit boxes and sacks of mealies as a 
sort of jiarapot towards tha garden on 
one side and a hill which completely 
commanded the houses and yards on 
the other. These lines eonnected the 
two houses, and formed a broken and 
imiierfeet barricade at best, and were 
nowhoro more than two feet high. The 
advanced guard of the Zulus uppeareil 
at first at 4 p. m. It came round the 
south corner of the hill in a bodv of 
from 500 to COO strong, led by a chief 
on horseljack. They halted a moment 
and then advanewl ([uietly but quickly 
at a run, taking ailvantagi; of every bit 
of cover. It seemed as if they had ex 
pected to surprise the camp. Our mm 
opened fire at 500 yards. The tirst 
man to fall was the chief. Ho was 
shot by private Dunbar and fell ofl" his 
horse headlong. Numbers of the ene- 
my fell at once. They hesitated, broke 
and the greater number scattered to 
their left and occupied the garden and 
orchard, where there was plenty of co- 
ver. A few got up close to the houses 
and lay behind the field oven and 
kitchens that there were built. Scarcalv 
any of these men had guns or rilles. 
l)thers came on h\ a continuous stream, 
i and occupieil the hill above, and gra- 
I dually 

I EXCIRCLED THE TWO HOI SES. 

All the men who had guns were sta- 
i tioned on the hill, and kept up a con- 
tinuous and rapid tire on the yard. It 
! caught our men in their backs as they 
I were guarding the garden sitle, and 
: live men were thus shot dead. Had 
they been good marksmen the jjlace 
fired wildlv 



them left just before dawn. They left 
370 dead on the lield. 'I'licso wore 
counted and buried in heaps. iMany 
of them were recognizetl by their 
shields as belonging to one of the crack 
Royal regiments. The majority were 
of uncertain age, in jmor condition and 
of small stature. ( )ur loss, counting 
five of the patients, was l.T killcil and 
10 wounded. Three of the latter have 
since died of their wounds.

these attacks in the most deliberate 
manner, advancing after tho manner of 
their dancing, with a prancing step 
and high action. They cared nothing 
for slaughter, but endeavored in the 
most persistent manner to get over the 
barricade and into the hospital. Lieut. 
Bromhead, collecting a few men to- 
gether, had to drive -them otT with a 
bayonet charge. Then tliey would re- 
tire, and all of them in chorus shout ' 
and strike their shields. Oar men 
cheered in answer, and let them have j 
it. There was plenty of ammunition, ! 
and-after tho first half hour there was 1 
no waste. How deliberate and telling | 
the fire was may be gathered from the | 
following incidents:— Private Joseph 1 
Williams, a young Welshman, under j 
two years' service, had a small window 
in the hospital to shoot from. Next 
morning fourteen dead warriors were 
counted outside his window, and sev- 
eral more down his line of lire. As 
soon as his ammunition was all ex- 
pended, he and the other men with 
him defended the door of the room till 
tho enemy by sheer weight of numbers 
forced it open. Poor fellow, be was 
seized by the hands and arms,

and mutilated before the eyes of his 
comrades. Another instance. Private 
Dunbar, the same man who shot the 
chief on horseback, was posted to watch 
the hill as the Zulus streamed down 
from their right. This man, also a 
Welshman, and of less service than the 
above mentioned, shot eight of tho 
enemy in as many consecutive shots. 
J,ie,uteiiaiit (Jhard was standing by him 
as he did it, and the bodies were found 
heaped one on the other next morning. 
The enemj at last effected a lodgment 
in the hospital. Thirty of the patients 
were got out in time. Most of them 
were pushed and pulled through a 
window, which openeil on the yard, 
j Sergeant Maxfield, a fine youn^ 
I dier, was very ill with fever and de- 
liriou.s. He could not be moved, and 
I ho was killed in his bed. They now 
'■ set fire to the hospital. The roof was 
I thatch and it quickly bla/.ed. By its 
light our men were enabled to see their 
foes bettor, ami many foil beforo thov 
retreated to better cover. After a 
])ause, encouraged or commanded by a 
I hief, who from time to time shouted 
hi.s orders from the hillside, they came 
on again. The fighting in places be- 
came hand to hand over the mealie 
sacks.

Iilysterloiis Affair at Llllooet. 

New.s of a niystorimis atl'air, .sii|i]h isrii 
to have taken iilaco on almiit tin- 'JL'rul 
ultimo, has beun recoivud at Lilluout frmn 
Indians. The i-usitlence of Mr. Thuni.a.s 
Pool, who has boon living nt tho Peinbt i-- 
ton I'ortatjo f(ir aonie yeara and Vfus lio- 
lioved to liavo cun&iderablo money in liia 
poHscasion , ha.s been diacovuretl burnt to 
tho ground, but still Hinokiiii^. TliOHinuko 
was noticed b}- an Indian cn route tu Lil- 
looct who prococdod to tho spot and lai 
examining tho debris found tho dead body 
of Mr. Pool lying on a iiuantity of pota- 
toes in tho cellar. Tho remains wore ter- 
ribly disfigured, the legs and arms being 
burned off and the head Kovoii'ly .sfi'i'L-lipd. 
No trace was fouiul I if lus two ohildrt'ii, 
and up to the luvsont time the whole .-if- 
fair is wrapped in inystcry. It lias iint 
been ascertained whcthor tlie lire took 
place duriti!^ the iiiylit day, imi- ih it 
known wlietlier tleci a.n d wa.s killed by 
Indians or came to hi.s death accidentally . 
His liousc wa.s sitiu'-ted in a luiiely .simt, 
some 10 or 12 nule.s di.staiU fpi'iii any 
othor white habitation. He wa.s a .stnini,', 
healthy man, and as tho building was 
constructed of logs and well supplied with 
windows and doors it appeai-s veiy 
strange that ho did not ctlect his esc.vpe, 
more especially as the house beiiii; built 
of logs could nut have burned very I'ajpid- 
ly. The gontleruan who supplies this 
information .says that there is im 
Justice of tho I'eace residing with- 
in five inilcB ■ of Lillooet and as 
the Coroner lives fifty miles away no 
official action had been t:iki n in the mat- 
ter up to tho 2(jth ultimo. Mr. d. Woods, 
however, being a friend of the deeea.Red, 
had proceeded to tlie .sjiot at consildorable 
personal e.xpensc and iuconvcilionce to 
endeavor to unravel the mystcrj'.
